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T H E N EW T A X SCHEM E. 


The most important measure, in the shape of a proposed 
constitutional amendment, to be votedupon at the election in 
November is senate constitutional amendment No. t provid­ 
ing for the reform of taxation in California. 
T h e measure 
to be submitted to the decision of the ballot box is the out­ 
come of years of careful investigation and thought bestowed 
upon the subject by a special commission appointed for that 
purpose, upon the recommendation of the then governor, 
George C. Pardee. 
A copy of this proposed amendment will 
be forwarded to every registered voter in ample time to give 
an opportunity to thoroughly study its provisions. 
Its 
main feature is the separation of state and local taxation. 
Public utility corporations, such as railroads, light and power 
companies, telegraph and telephone lines, steamboat and 
stage lines, insurance companies, commercial and savings 
banks, trust companies, etc., are to be assessed for state pur­ 
poses only, while all other forms of property are left for the 
support of the local government. 
Every property holder is, 
or should be, deeply interested in this extremely radical de­ 
parture from existing methods of providing revenue for the 
maintenance of not only state and county governments, but 
municipalities as well. 
It is likely that some of the city 
governments will be the most affected by the proposed change, 
although this phase of the question has been given little at­ 
tention so far. 
In piesenee of the pendency of such a mo­ 
mentous issue, it is surprising that citizens manifest such 
apathy in qualifying themselves to vote by getting ou the 
great register. 
Property-holders especially who neglect to 
enroll on the voting list in time, will be kicking themselves 
a few weeks hence when the import of this drastic change 
begins to dawn upon them. 
Elsewhere in this issue we publish a communication from 
the state board of equalization, in which the writer contends 
that the ratification of this proposed amendment will affect a 
material reduction of the burden of taxation in Amador 
county, and that for this reason the Ledger should urge upon 
the people the advisability of voting for it. 
W e may state 
that theLedger article which called fofth this communication 
from the secretary of the state board, wherein we urged the 
necessity of changes in the laws which would work a reduc­ 
tion of taxes for local purposes, had no reference to this pro­ 
posed constitutional amendment. 
We referred to certain 
changes that m ight be made in laws specially affecting this 
county, such as a revision of the fee schedule of the superior 
court and county officers, the diversion of commissions ou the 
sale of property under order of the courts from private poc­ 
kets into the county treasury, the wipiug out of all extra 
compensation of county officers outside of their fixed salaries, 
the repeal of the salary law for township officers, which has 
proved effective only in piling up burdens upon the taxpay­ 
ers; the reform of the road system, taking the management 
of the roads out of the hands of the supervisors. 
By ju ­ 
dicious changes in these respects, and strict economy in ex­ 
penses, we do not hesitate to say that the tax rate for all 
county purpose m ight be cut down to less than $i 011 the 
$100 as the assessment roll now stands, whereas it now fluc­ 
tuates slightly around the $ 1.50 mark. 
Nevertheless, if the proposed constitutional amendment 
holds out relief in this direction, it should be carefully con­ 
sidered. 
In some counties the measure is being strongly op-' 
posed on the ground that it would increase rather than de­ 
crease the local tax rate. 
In such counties the assessment 
roll, we presume, is heavily charged with that class of cor­ 
porate property that would be withdrawn from the jurisdic­ 
tion of the local assessor. In Amador count)', we are inclined 
to think the claim that the effect of the new revenue plan 
would prove beneficial is correct. 
From an examination of 
the assessment roll we find that in the neighborhood of one 
million dollars worth of property would be stricken from the 
tax roll. 
Add to this the loss of revenue by the lopping off 
of all county licenses now imposed upon these corporations, 
the loss would be equal to the withdrawal of one and a half 
millions from the taxable property. At 40 ceuts 011 the $ 100, 
this would am ount to $6000 per year that Amador property 
under the new system would contribute for the support of 


the state government. 
Compare this with the sum we are 
now conitributing under the existing system. 
Putting the 
assessment roll in round numbers at 5 ^ million dollars, at 
40 dents on the $100—the lowest in the history of the state— 
this would yield a revenue of $22,500. 
So that the difference 
so far as Amador county is concerned between the old and 
the proposed new revenue system is equal to a saving of at 
least between $15,000 and $ 16,000 per year to the county 
treasury. True, this loss of state income must be made good 
by other localities differently situated oil this proposition. 
At any rate, this section has nothing to lose, but much to 
gain, from the adoption of this proposed constitutional amend­ 
ment. 
From the municipal standpoint of the city of Jackson 
it would take away some sources of revenue, and give nothing 
in return. 
But this a small matter, and not worthy of seri­ 
ous though.

hand. Dissolve tw enty pounds of com ­ 
mon salt and ton pounds of nitrate of 
ammonia In seven gallons of w ater. 
Pour this in to quart bottles of th in 
glass and tire grenades are at hand 
ready for use. 
These bottles m ust bo 
tightly corked and sealed to prevent 
evaporation, and in case of fire th ey 
must be throw n near the flames, so as 
to break a n d liberate the gas con­ 
tinued. At least two dozen of these 
bottles should be ready for an em er­ 
gency. 
In this connection it is well to re­ 
member th a t w ater on burning oil sc a t­ 
ters the flam es, but th at flour will ex ­ 
tinguish it.

Amendment No. I, placed before the 
people of Cnlitornin by an alinoat. un­ 
animous 
vote of the legislature in 
11)117. 
T his amendment, if adopted, 
will elim inate entirely the stain rate 
from the counties. 
1 say therefore, if 
you arc looking for some measure 
which will reduce your county rate, 
aud a good heavy reduction too, urge 
upon your people to vote tor tho pro­ 
posed amendment. 
Its 
provisions, 
In brief, are to 
separate 
and divorce the tdate re­ 
venues from 
those of the counties, 
and give the counties “ hom erule” in 
all matters of taxation. 
The measure 
proposes that the state shall tax for 
the support of tbo state government 
the socalled ‘‘public service corpora­ 
tions,” such as railroads, including 
street railroads, telegraph and tele­ 
phone lines, express companies, power 
light and heat companies, inauranco 
companies, 
bunks 
(excepting 
real 
estate), etc., und leave all other pro­ 
perty—real, personal, and m ix e d —to 
be assessed and taxed by the counties 
for their support. 
Under such 
law 
you can assess your property at its 
“ actual cash value” and thus have an 
extremely 
low 
tax

MERCHANT OF 
GRIZZLY FLAT 


Killed by RunawayTeam 


Prom our A u k u m Correspondent. 


Sept. 2.—Joe Lyons, the merchant a t 
Grizzly Plat, 
was thrown out of a 
iarge spring wagon 
by 
a runaway 
team, 
and 
received injuries from 
which he died a week ago today. 
M r 
Lyons, his grandson, 16 years old, and 
afcrippied man by the name of W ran­ 
gle, were sittin g on the seat, the boy 
driving. 
They bad reached near th e 
bottom of what is known as the Sly 
fork grade, when one horse kicked a t 
the other, and went astride of th e 
tongue. 
One ot the horses that bad 
killed old man IJaker a few m onths 
ago, who was th en Lyons' delivery 
man, was one of th e two. He had ru n 
away four tim es, twice doing deadly 
injury, aud tw ice doing but little. 
The horse gen erally was quite gentle, 
being as 
tam o as any work horse 
around the co u n try , but when be got 
aorazy spell he was viciously m alig­ 
nant and frantic. 
The other horse 
could have been controlled, but th is 
one meant business to death. 
When 
they started to ru n Lyons was sittin g 
ou the side opposite to the brake. H e 
grabbed the lin e s out ot the boy’s 
hand and endeavored to hold them. 
As he did so th e runaway horBe sprang 
off his feet aud plunged frantically 
forward, and w ith breakneck speed 
ran down the grade. 
Lyons, on the 
spur of the m om ent, tried to bank th e 
wagon by ru n n in g on the side of the 
grade. 
With fearful velocity one ot 
the front wheels of the wagon struck 
a granite bowlder of several hundred 
pounds weight, 
breaking the softer 
shell of the rock in two and throwing 
the core into th e center of the road. 
When the wagon 
struck this, the 
shock threw M r Lyons about sixteen 
feet, he strikiug on his head. 
He was 
rendered unconscious, and be never 
regained 
consciousness 
up 
to his 
death on S aturday night last. A gush 
was cut in his head from his rig h t 
temple 
backward 
behind 
his ear, 
which took 26 stitch es to close up. 
Mr Wrangle had one rib broken, but 
tho boy came o u t unscathed, with the 
exception of a few slight bruises. 
Mr Lyons was a federal soldier in 
tbe war of the rebellion. 
He was a 
member of the G. A. H. and was fo l­ 
lowed to his la st resting place at 
Smicb’s Hat, near Flaeerville,ou M on­ 
day laBt by the few old soldiers that 
were residents of th e vicinity. 
Mr Lyons was a man of sterling 
qualities, aud was alm ost uuiveisaiiy 
liked. 
He had 
been a merchant ot 
Giizzly Plat for neariy forty years. 
His 1 oss will n o t only be folt by his 
beieaved family but by the many p a t­ 
rons he had otxended aid to more 
than ouce. 
J u s t p rio r to his death he 
hud put up a telephone iiue from 
Grizzly to P lacerville, and 
was on a 
mission of co n stru ctio n of that prop­ 
erty when lie m et the fatality ou Wed­ 
nesday. 
He Jeuves a wife aud three 
children, two daughters and a son, to 
mourn his u n tim ely end.

Post Office Money Orders. 
As there are grossly exaggerated re­ 
Forts iu circulation regarding the 
nmount of money sent to European 
countries through the post otlioe by 
aliens employed in the mines here, 
we have taken the trouble to get the 
facts concerning the outflow through 
the Jackson postotllce at least. 
It 
must be remembered that there are 
but two post otlice in tho mother lode 
towns, where the issuance ot inter­ 
national orders Is authorized, namely 
Jackson and Hutter 
Creek. 
All 
money sent to foreign 
countries 
through the post otlice goes from one 
or other of these oilices. 
Jackson 
does fully throe-tourths of this busi­ 
ness, and it is not all from Jackson 
either, as this is tbe nearest otlioe for 
such orders for Camp Seco, Gwin 
mine and other points outside, the 
business from which amounts to con­ 
siderable. The statem ent that 919,900 
per inoDtb or over 8200,000 per year 
is wide ot tbe mark. 
Here arc the 
facts, for Jackson office as given by 
postmaster 
Duden. 
For the year 
ending August 31, 1908, there were 
issued 
1014 
international 
orders, 
aggregating in am ount 800,471.53. A 
considerable part 
of tbis was for 
parties at Camp Seco, Uwiu Mine, 
State of Nevada, and Amador City, 
i’attios who had previously worked 
here and drawn orders on 
foreign 
countries through this office con­ 
tinued to apply to tlris office lor 
money orders, even after finding em ­ 
ployment elsewhere. It is safe to say 
that fully one-third ot 
the above 
aggregate came from outside requosta 
in this way. 
At nuy rate the amount 
sent away by residents of Jackson 
and immediate neighborhood would 
not exceed 850,000 at the outside or 
less tliau 85,000 per month, instead 
ot 819,000 or 820,000 as some would 
want 
to. muke 
out. 
For Sutter 
Creek we have no exact data, but it 
will amount to less tbun half tbe 
amount from Jackson. 
Now, during 
the same period there were issued 
from the Jucksou otlice 44(18 domestic 
money orders, nm ouutiug to a total 
sura of 802241.33; aud there was paid 
out lor domestic orders on this poHt 
office 
tho 
sum 
of 850,800. 
The 
domestic 
business shows that we 
sent away to other points in the 
United States som ething less than 
81000 per month more than we re­ 
ceived from domestic sources. 
While the amount of money exported 
by the alien em ployes of the mines is 
considerable, it cuts nothing like 
the figure that has been generally 
supposed. 
Of course it would be 
better all round to have men ot 
families here instead; to circulate 
the money to a greater extent through 
local business channels. 
The non­ 
speaking element is a incubus, a drag 
upon our resources, but beyond the 
amount sent to their native countries 
there are comparatively few who 
beard up their savings. 
As a rule 
they live up to their income.

Reckless W aste of Forests and Mines 
is Stopped. 


Morn th a n forty years ago a hoy 
sloorl on th e west bluff of the M iss­ 
issippi H irer, at the village of Dnhti- 
<|ue, in Iowa, and looked with eager 
eyes 011 th e 
smoothly (lowing, 
yet 
terrible, 
Hood ot yellow wnter as it 
hore dow nw ard to the gulf. 
The harvests had long slnee 
been 
gathered and 
settlers were com ing 
from m any 
little clear mgs in the 
forests w ith corn in the ear, w heat in 
coarse 
bags, 
and fresh pork, the 
slashed 
sides of 
which wero held 
apart by sticks, to barter for salt, 
tobacco, powder and lead. 
All else 
they 
needed 
was 
grown in 
their 
stum py Molds or taken by force or 
stoaltli from the woods. 
The lad of the hlulfs was the son of 
a settler. 
Oik his head was a cap 
made from the skins 
of 
sq u irrels 
which he bad shot, and on Ills hands 
were m itte n s made from tho sk in of a 
wildcat which ho had trapped. 
Jio 
could call by name every tree that 
grew in th e forests. 
The hoy caw tho mighty river anti 
asked: “ Why is it fiero and whence 
did it com o?’’ 
itis lather, could not 
tell h im ; his mother gave h<m the 
m anuscript hooks of his grandfather, 
who hud 
boon 
a scbool teacher in 
K entucky, 
llu t the questiou re m a in ­ 
ed unanswered. 
There 
were 
other 
journeys 
to 
D ubuque. 20 miles distant, for salt, 
tobacco and powder —tho father hud 
been a S cotch-Irish miner in Illin o is 
and had taken a largo supply of lead 
with him 
when he moved into the 
wilderness. 
The buy always went 
along on such journeys. 
He watched 
upon the bluffs, trying to read ou the 
face of th e waters the knowledge he 
wanted. 
Since then lie has becom e a 
famous discoverer and expounder oi 
the tru th in nature, but he received 
no response from the river. 
Then 
h e 
turned 
to 
the bluffs, 
stratum piled ou stratum, and a t th a t 
instant was 
born one of the w o rld ’s 
most distinguished and rem ark ab le 
geologists. 
The full nam e of the boy has never 
been know n to the public. 
As a man 
he signs him self and is called WJ 
McGee, no period 
being used a fter 
either in itial. 
Everywhere—in the 
books he has written, in the learned 
societies 
h ere 
and in Europe, 
of 
which he is a 
member, and in the 
scientific a n d official records of the 
governm ent—he is always and only 
WJ McGee.

H ill and A ndrew Carnegie, scientists 
like Jo h n H ays Hammond, leaders ot 
Jabor like J o h n M itchell, aud p u b lic 
men 
like 
Senators 
Newlands aud 
Beveridge, have been made m em bers 
of the new federal commission on th e 
conservation 
of natural 
resources.

ouly a spot of green here aud th e r e .” 
The ’w ork ot the commission is 
actually staggering in its m agnitude 
aud in the splendid genius of its c o n ­ 
ception. 
There ate to be no m ore 
Moods. 
T he Mississippi Kiver is to 
stay w ithin its banks. 
Ho is the 
Ohio. 
T h e luitis curry 1,000,000,00(1 
of tons of 
soil 
into the G u lf of 
Mexico aud the A tlantic aud Pauiflo 
oceans every year. 
I he wash of the 
raius, 
in 
tons, 
about equals the 
annual freights ot all the railways, 
lake vessels aud river steam boats in 
tho country. 
Aud the soil sw ept 
away and lost is the richest p a r t of 
the mu Ih ’s surface. 
im possible as it soeuis, tiie a la r m ­ 
ing waste of soil value is to fie s to p p ­ 
ed 
absolutely. 
Thus 
where 
live 
bushels ot wheat now grow there will 
lie six. 
A ll crops will be increased 
by'oiie-lifth. 
in money, the yearly 
gaiu will ru n into hundreds of m il l­ 
ions. 
T h ere are to he other physicul 
sensations q u ite as startling. 
A scien tist, Dr. McGee, Hud a n ex ­ 
pert ot 
extiaordiuury 
ability 
aud 
euergy, G ilford PJuobut, chief of tlie 
United 
Htutes 
forest service, 
will 
actually be in 
intellectual co n tro l 
of the com m ission. 
Piuohot, so Dr. 
McGee bus said, “ is in some respects 
the most u se fu l man alive." 
McGee, 
in 
his 
sq u irre l 
cap aud wild-OHt 
fuitteue, su rren d ered himself to the 


mystery of the M ississippi, and now, 
niter many years spent in Its study, 
leads in all hum an 
knowledge as to 
its history, is possibilities and its 
destiny. 
Doming later, Plncbot lias 
revealed the locked secrets and trea­ 
sures ol’ the forests. 
Tho V alue of Water. 
Water is the bcgiuuiiig ot all value, 
and, paradoxical as it may seem, is 
very largely the substance ot it. 
Mc- 
Goe is the water prophet of America, 
proclaiming its pow er and sovereignty 
and voicing its warnings through the 
present to posterity. 
Trees are the 
pillars of its th ro n e, and Piucbot is 
their interpreter. 
’The conservation 
commission, therefore, has imperative 
need for both men. 
“ What is m eant by the conservation 
of 
natural 
resources?” 
1 
asked. 
“ That, the waste and improper use of 
water, forests, m inerals and land lie 
stopped. 
Considering laud to be the 
greatest of all values the fiist settlers 
chopped down th e ir trees that they 
might plant th e ir Melds in corn, wheat 
and fodder for th e ir stock. 
Then 
came the discovery of coal and iron 
and another base of value was added 
to our resources. 
Ho wo became a 
nation of farm ers and manufacturéis. 
Wo tore opeD the eartb for minerals 
aud stripped the land of its forests 
tbat we might o b tain lumber. 
We Now R ealize Our Danger. 
“ 1 suppose we would have laughed 
Lad we been told th a t we were also 
developing the greatest desert in his­ 
tory. 
We failed to perceive that if 
we wasted all th e wealth about us 
little by little we should be checked 
until there came a pause, aud then a 
slow but evor-iucreasing descent into 
poverty 
and 
ab so lu te 
barrenness. 
Happily, we now realize our danger, 
and let me add, n o n e too soon. 
Un­ 
less there is a change of methods nnd 
ndequate 
pro tectio n 
the Houthern 
Apalachian region, which comprises 
the rioh country from Maryland to 
Northern Alabama, will soon be dead 
agriculturally.” 
“ How do forests prevent floods?” 1 
asked. 
“ W benihere is a rain on the p rair­ 
ies the water falls directly on the 
ground 
and 
r u n s 
away 
in 
tiny 
trenches, 
carry in g 
considerable of 
the top soil with it. 
in the forests, 
however, rain does not fall direotly 
on the ground, b u t on tho foliage and 
limbs of the trees. 
Ho the wuter runs 
down 
the tru n k s, 
drips from the 
leaves, or is tu rn ed into spray. 
The 
mulch of decayed vegetable matter 
on the ground takes up the rain as it 
falls nnd holds 
it like 
a sponge. 
There is no violence, you see, as on 
the prairies. 
The w ater slowly seeps 
into the earth to re-appear in naturul 
springs or to tric k le into the neigh­ 
boring streams, th u s regulating tho 
uniform ity 
of 
th e ir 
Mow. 
Such 
Btreams never dry up or overrun their 
banks. 
“ Hettlers east 
of the Mississippi 
Hivor nearly always built tbeir cabins 
near a spring or a stream of clear 
water. 
As the surrounding forests 
were out awuy th e springs disappear­ 
ed and the stream s became torrents 
in the spring and a u tu m n and vanish­ 
ed altogether in sum m er, 
floods are 
not the natural operations of nature. 
Man came 
in 
w itn his ax to get at 
the soil and to 
build bouses aud 
towns, aud, n a tu re ’s equilibrium be 
ing disturbed, th e re were seasons of 
riot in water; 
now too much, and 
again none whatever. 
Mississippi flo o d s Cau Be Htopped. 
“ The floods in tho Mississippi can 
ho stopped 
entirely* 
Ho can the 
floods of every 
other 
river in the 
country. 
Trees aro n a tu re ’s one and 
only preventive. We see the visible 
destruction of a 
flood, towns in u n ­ 
dated and limns sw ept hare of build 
ings aud crops, b u t tire invisible de­ 
struction 
is in liuitely worse. 
The 
waste of 
water is by all odds 
the 
greatest 
question 
of the age. 
We 
waste it because wo fail to understand 
its value aud its uses.

Force—One D a r i n g Scheme. 


Not a dollar has ever boon taken 
from the United States treasury by 
force. 
Perljnps th e nearest approach to loot­ 
ing the vaults of the treasury was tho 
time Martin Brondfoot had ills plans 
about perfected. This was hack in the 
eighties, nnd the plan was to get into 
the building by means of the great 
sewer which runs under and near tho 
treasury and is known as the Flfteentli 
street sewer and which grows larger 
as it enters the Potomac about three- 
quarters of a mile from the W hite 
House. 
Broadfoot’s plan, ns developed after 
his arrest, w as to get into the building, 
crack Ihc safes and place the money 
In largo rubber bags and llont them 
down the sew er to the Potomac, where 
his pnls would be in waiting. 
These 
bags were found in his room when lie 
was arrested, and secret service men 
had often seen him walking along th e 
shores of th e Potomac near where th e 
big sewer empties. 
This sower is 
about, nine feet in diameter whore it 
passes the treasury. 
A man could 
easily make his way up* the sew er 
through a stream of water which u n ­ 
der normal conditions is only about 
twelve inches deep. 
By entering the 
tunnel or sew er at the river the jour­ 
ney to the trea su ry could be rnnde by 
keeping a sh a rp lookout. 
When the 
man or mcji in the sower reached the 
fifteenth street sewer nothing would 
separate them from the gold coin and 
bullion except about eighteen feet of 
earth nnd not too secure stone wall. 
It was Bm adfoot’s scheme to dig his 
way through this obstruction and to 
let the eartb float or wash down the 
sewer. 
It would not have taken one 
man more than two weeks, working 
only at night, to have made an opening 
large enough 
for a man to crawl 
through. 
Of course Broadfoot knew 
the exact location of the vaults, and 
whoa he once reached them he would 
have had 110 trouble in getting the gold 
coin and bullion. 
It was evidently his 
purpose to fill the rubber bags with 
the precious stuff and float them down 
the sewer to the river, w here' they 
would be looked after by his confed­ 
erates. 
This w as the only really well 
laid plot ever made to loot the treas­ 
ury. and ju s t why Broadfoot w as 
never given a trial has never been 
known to tho public. lie was an intel­ 
ligent man. an d suspicion was first 
aroused against him by bis frequent 
visits to the money rooms and vaults 
and by the questions he asked w atch­ 
men and messengers as to the hours 
of duty, w hen the time locks closed 
and what tim e they opened, and all 
such questions. 
Tbat he could have 
successfully carried out his plans so 
far as getting into the building and 
the vaults are concerned there Is no 
question, for men have been in the 
sewer and conduits who say that It 
would have been easy work. The most 
difficult part of the job would have 
been in getting aw ay with the money 
and bullion, for it would have required 
hard work to secure it and get away. 
About the ouly chance would have 
been to bury it somewhere in Virginia, 
for if it had been placed on boats it 
would have been easy to recover it. 
It is the opinion of the secret service 
men that m any celebrated cracksmen 
have from tim e to time contemplated 
the conversion of a few million treas­ 
ury notes to their own use, but after 
careful study t¿iey have decided th a t 
the undertaking was too colossal in 
character. 
Secretary Folger when ho 
assumed his duties was not slow in 
deciding th a t the treasury was not 
properly and safely guarded. 
There 
was not an electric alarm iu the build­ 
ing, the w atchm en were isolated and 
had no facilities for calling help, and 
tiie safes w ere of tho old time lock nnd 
key sort, scattered almost all over the 
big building. 
The secretary went to 
work to bring about a proper coudition 
of affairs. 
l i e had the watch system 
completely changed and reorganized, 
putting them under the strictest disci­ 
pline. 
Elaborate and extensive alarm 
systems were installed. 
The old safes 
wero replaced by modern steel affairs 
with time locks aud intricate combina­ 
tions. The gold aud silver vaults were 
fitted 
with 
steel casings and time 
locks, different parts of the combina­ 
tions being distributed aiuoug various 
officials, so th a t the vaults could lie 
opened only w ith the concerted action 
of all of thorn, and thou only at the 
stroke of the hour for which the time 
locks had been set. But without a per­ 
fect system of watchmen to guard the 
safeB the treasu ry could be easily rob­ 
bed, for the most perfect safe ever 
made is uot proof against the profes­ 
sionals. 
The watch force of the treasury is 
perfectly organized, and the least In- 
fractiou of rules means a layoff or dis­ 
charge. 
T he men seem to realize the 
heavy 
responsibilities 
resting 
upon 
them, and they are careful almost to a 
fault. The watch is divided into three 
reliefs, the tour of duty lasting for 
eight hours. 
However, tho watch does 
not anticipate an attack by robbers, 
but they are prepared for any emergen­ 
cy, aud they will not be caught nup- 
plng should one ever be made either a t 
night or by day. 
Each watchman is u 
regular w alking arsenal, and the in­ 
structions are to shoot, and shoot to 
kill.—Los Angeles Times.

“ F u Jg u rn tio n ” la 
the nam e p ro ­ 
posed for the method of dealing with 
cancer th a t has been worked o u t by 
Dr. De K eating-llart, 
of M arseilles. 
Lack of results with X-rays and other 
light rad ia tio n s decided him to try 
high frequency electric cu rren ts ot 
very high tension, and the spark rays 
generated prove active in destroying 
the tum or mass and stim ulating the 
su rrro u n d in g tissues 
to absorb the 
dead tissue and to form lirm 
scars. 
Quite weak currents are used, 
w ith a 
tension as high as 250,DUO to 
¡100,000 
volts. 
As much ot the tum or is r e ­ 
moved by cutting as practicable, and 
the sparks are applied where m a lig n ­ 
ant 
tissu e 
seems to he left, 
tiie 
application lasting about 45 m inutes. 
The process 
being painful, 
anaes­ 
thetics—of non-iuUaaimable 
kiucl— 
are necessary. 
Sotnu medical experts 
who have investigated leport th a t this 
method 
is a real 
advance, 
several 
uppareut cures of cancer having re ­ 
sulted, 
while 
undoubted palliative 
and 
tem porary 
elfects 
have 
been 
achieved. 
The nedbug has been found by two 
Jato investigators to bo the m ost d a n ­ 
gerous of all blood sucking insects in 
spreading disease —or, at any rate, in 
dissem inating plague. In its body the 
germs live and multiply, re ta in in g 
viruleuce for many days, while the 
bedbug itself seems to suiter no in ­ 
convenience. 
The two concrete drydoeks a t Kiel 
rest on a deep stratum ot due sand, 
and it is found th a t,—though m easu r­ 
ing outside about C00 by 125 by 00 
feet, with 18 foot bottom and w alls— 
they are forced down and up w ith ÜJ1- 
ing and em ptying.

J hey are now made iu tu a ig ­ 
rettes and im itation ostrich feathers. 
Do ISrunfaut’s art has been in large 
part Inst, h u t at the present lim e a 
sill^-iike glass wool is formed into 
tissues fo r the wear of the gouty and 
rheum atic, 
the waste being utilized 
for packing steam pipes, and in G er­ 
many the longer libers are made into 
a braid th a t serves not only for n o n ­ 
burning Jamp-wicks, but also for heal 
and electric insulation. 
Cheap and 
satisfactory threads for wearing can 
doubtless be produced when required. 
The cloth will have unique advantages 
for clothing uud other purposes, as it 
wiil bo incom bustible, a nou-o.induc­ 
tor of heat, proof against aoids, and a 
perfect insulator against electricity. 
A ppendicitis is a now disease 
iu 
name only, aud it has been tiaced 
back to a n c ie n t Egypt by the ex p lo ra ­ 
tions of C aptain H. G. Eyous in 51 
cemeteries of the Nile valley, ju st 
south ot th e pillars of Kouoaso.

disease could be recognized. A nother 
body showocl typical lesions of gout, 
both forearm s of u young woman had 
been broken aud were bandaged with 
splints, an d numerous bones show ing 
reunited fractures gave evideuce of 
much surgical skill.

LOCAL EDITORIAL COLUMN. 


A M A D O R ’S G O L D O U TPU T. 
i 


According to the report just issued by the United States 
geological survey showing the output of California in geld 
and silver for the year 1907, the five most productive coun­ 
ties rank as follows: 
Butte $2.795,807, Nevada $2,179,588, 
Amador $2,129,697, Yuba $1,772,957, Shasta $1,162,208, 
Calaveras $1,152,395. 
The value of Amador’s output was 
virtually exclusively in gold, the silver production amount­ 
ing to only $13,515. 
In some respects Amador as a gold 
producer occupies the most satisfactory position of the entire 
group of mining counties. 
Butte, which heads the list in 
gold value, depends mainly upon dredge mining, which will 
undoubtedly decrease in a few years. 
Nevada county has 
held the lead over Amador for many years, and may perhaps 
continue to do so for several years to come, but the quartz 
veins have not been proven of that permanence in depth and 
size as the mother lode mines of this section. 
Our neighbor 
Calaveras shows a heavy falling off in its gold yield, largely 
due to the decline in the output of the Gvvin, which only a 
few years back outclassed every other mine in the county as 
a dividend payer. Amador has been among the steadiest pro­ 
ducers of the yellow metal, Occasionally a mine has dropped 
out of the producing list, but some other mine has usually 
turned up to make good the loss. 
The prospect at present 
for the maintenance of the figures of last year is bright. 
Indeed the developments of several prominent mines give 
promise that next year’s output will eclipse all records in 
quartz mining in Amador county. 


T H A T L O W E R E D T A X R A T E . 


Our democratic organ, whose guiding star is one of the 
city trustees, specially directs the attention of the Ledger to 
the fact that at the meeting of the board of tiustees held last 
week the tax levy for city purposes was fixed at 65 cents on 
the $100, a reduction of five cents as compared with last 
year. This is held up as a clean-cut reduction in the amount 
that the people will be called upou to contribute for the city 
government, with the inference that the trustees are entitled 
to credit for such management. 
We cannot endorse this 
ifiew from a full consideration of all the facts. Only the week, 
before the Dispatch stated that more money was needed for 
city purposes, and this was the sole reason for the proposed 
increase of liquor licenses from $ 1 5 to $45 Per 
9 war*-er- 
^ 
was purely a questiou of revenue, not of regulation. 
With 
such a measure pending and undetermined, it is ,premature 
to start in to brag about cutting down taxes. Let us see how 
the matter figures up from present indications. 
A reduction 
of 5c in the property tax rate, with au assessment of $600,000 
will effect a saving of $300 to the property holders. 
On the 
other hand, an increase of $30 per quarter in the liquor li­ 
censes, with thirty license payers of this class, means au in­ 
creased revenue of $3,600 per year. 
That is the situation as 
it stands. 
A $300 cut is made in one direction, but to offset 
this a boost of $12 for every dollar so curtailed is proposed in 
another direction. 
We cannot dignify such methods by the 
name of economy. 
The same tactics carried still further 
might eliminate the direct property tax altogether, but it 
would 
not necessarily mean lessening the expenses of 
government. 
The mere shifting of the burden is not a re­ 
moval of the burden. 
Our cotemporary should reserve the 
crowing until something definite has been accomplished.
